The following editorial, from the Daily Illini, may convey a 
message for Canadians which will justify our printing it: 

Put this up to the next pacifist you meet, the next grouch you 
encounter, the next wobbler you find : 

If America's cause is just, if America's aims arc the aims of 
democracy, if America's ideals are the ideals of a free people deter- 
mined to pursue the course of justice .then every honest mau and 
woman must be with America in this struggle. 

If America 's aims are dubious, her purposes clouded, then there 
is room for debate. That is clear. But there can be no doubt that 
President Wilson has made America's aims clear. Her purposes 
are'defined, her ideals are the ideals of a free people determined to 
secure justice. There are no doubts over America's iiitentions, no 
blurs to dim the outline of her ideals, no disguise to shadow lier 
purposes. "With such a standard, a man must be cither for America 
or against justice and freedom. 

America's war aims are defined in black and white. Her ideals 
are known to the world as the ideals of freedom and justice and 
democracy — with the boundless opportunities that are embodied in 
those things. No individual grievance can undo the logic of this 
position. 

If a man says "I am not getting a square deal and for that rea- 
son I am not going to support America in the war"; if he says "this 
is a war for the moneyed interests. I have always had to work for 
my living, and I won't fight for them" — that man is cither blinded 
by selfish interest, he cannot reason clearly, he doesn't think or he 
wants to help the Kaiser. 

If America is right — and America surely is right — then it is 
the duty of every man, woman and child in this whole nation to back 
to the last ditch every ounce^ of America's war effort. ' Don't stab 
America because someone charged you too much for your purchases; 
square your grievances iii such a way that it will not interfere with 
the machinery of the war. Victory for democracy in this war must 
be the first consideration of every American. Democracy's whole 
future, freedom's future — all are bound up in the outcome of this 
war. No other issue is so big as this. ' America must have the ac- 
tive loyalty of every American to break the chains of slavery for 
the world.

HISTORICAL CLUB 

ARGENTINA. 

(Continued.) 

We have mentioned the wise and 
Just rule of the Dictator, Rlvadavla, 
whose policy was generally enlight- 
ened and progressive. But the coun- 
try was divided Into two hostile par- 
ties, and his position was very dif- 
ficult. He belonged to what was call- 
ed the Unitarian party, and Its mem- 
bers have succeeded in maintaining 
their system, which aimed at a cen- 
tralized Republic with merely muni- 
cipal local government. Buenos Alre3 
was to be tho administrative centre, 
and to control every province, and 
thus to hold the position which Paris 
occupied in France. But the land- 
owning class in the interior belonged 
chiefly to the Federalist party, advo- 
cating a Federation on the model of 
the United States. Rlvadavla held his 
ground until the circumstances of a 
foreign war resulted In his downfall. 
This was the war with Brazil. 

Uruguay had been united to Bra- 
Sill, but In 1825 It revolted against the 
Emperor and Argentina took the part 
of the rebellious state. Assisted by 
Admiral Brown, an Irishman, the Ar- 
gentines inflicted great loss upon Bra- 
zilian shipping. They were also suc- 
cessful on land. But In spite of this 
Rlvadavla, distracted by domestic 
troubles, and anxious to secure peace 
at any price, agreed that Uruguay 
Bhould still remain a part of Brazil. 
This helped his enemies in the State 
to increase public resentment against 
him. The treaty "aised a storm of In- 
dignation, and had to be annulled. 
Rlvadavla resigned In 1827, and thus 
the country lost one of the best con- 
structive statesmen she has produc- 
ed—a loss she could ill afford. 

He was succeeded by a certain 
Dorrego, who with the help of some 
of the provincial leaders, managed to 
end the war by a compromise which 
left Uruguay an independent state. 
Argentina then devoted herself to 
domestic warfare. Lavalle was now 
head of the Unitarians, and he suc- 
ceeded In expelling Dorrego from 
Buenos Aires. The latter raised a 
body of followers, but was captured 
and shot by Lavalle. His death pre- 
pared the way for a man who was The latter fled to Europe and died in

tical life than Is usual In South Am- 
erica. That man was Juan Manuel 
Rosas, tW rich man, who from his 
youth had been engaged in cattle- 
ralalng on the southern pampas. He 
had become noted for his boldness 
and skill in riding, and we are told 
that he was the idol of hundreds of 
half-savage Gauchos. He was by no 
means a genius, but was a hard, 
practical man, full of audacity and 
little troubled by scruples. Becom- 
ing the head of the Federalists, he 
soon overcame an army sent against 
him by 1 .a va lie. whom he compelled 
to resign and leave the country. His 
successor, Viamont, was a tool of 
Rosas, who was elected Captain -Gen- 
eral In the interests of the Feder- 
alists. After finishing off the Uni- 
tarian forces he employed himself In 
consolidating his power in Buenos 
Aires. In 1832 he became angry at 
interference with his powers in the 
capltol, and went on a campaign 
against the Indians. In this he was 
successful, and when he returned in 
1835 he assumed the title of Governor 
and Captain -General, and henceforth 
ruled as Military Dictator. Never was 
there a more ruthless tyrant. He 
caused his chief rivals to be assassin- 
ated and formed a club of ruffians 
called the Massorca, whose business 
It was to murder his enemies. For a 
long time his power was unassailable, 
and even the Church could do nothing 
against him. He expelled the Jesuits, 
paying a tribute at the same time to 
"their Christian and moral virtues," 
but saying that they were opposed to 
the principles of government. 

The power of Rosas was the great- 
er because he had the help of a skil- 
ful general named Urqulza, against 
whom none of the Dictator's many 
enemies could make head. One of 
the main features of his policy .was 
Jealousy of foreign Influence. He 
decided that all children bom In Ar- 
gentina were Ipso facto citizens, and 
liable to military service, and this de- 
cision still remains in force. But 
Rosas' fall came at last, and at the 
hands of his own right hand man, Ur- 
quiza, who after an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to undermine the authority of 
his master, came out openly against 
him. He made an alliance with Bra- 
zil and one of the Uruguayan factions, 
and in 1852 overcame Rosas at the 
battle of Casseros, near the capital

Senior-Freshmen Basketball Qama. 

As there was no skating on Tues- 
day night, on account or the unfavr.r- 
ible weather, a basketball game was 
staged between the Seniors and the 
Freshmen. The srame was arranged 
on the spur of the moment. , For this 
reason the fair sex from across the 
ampus were not invited, much to the 
innoyance of a fev would -be la«l>- 
klllers. 

Though the «oectators were few in 
numbers, yet they made up in the 
applause. , 

The Seniors, who outweighed theli 
opponents, won after a hard-fougnt 
game. The score was even till the 
last few minutes, when the Seniors 
buckled down to business and scored 
a few extra points, whlcn put thtm 
in the lead with a score of 33—25. 

For the Seniors, Arnold and Kins- 
man played a good, game, while for 
the Freshmen Richardson and Majoj- 
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England 25 years later. 

After some civil warfare and much 
dissension, the position of Urqulza 
was finally secured. On May 1. 1853. 
the Constituent Congress drew up a 
Federal Constitution. and this Is 
practically still In force. Hardly less 
Important was the treaty of the 10th 
of July following, made with Eng- 
land, France and the United States, 
which declared that the Panama and 
other rivers should be forever open to 
navigation. 

Urqulza was elected the first Presi- 
dent under the new constitution foi 
a period of six years, and the coun- 
try began to recover. The port ot 
Rosarlo was found«d, and the other 
river cities rapidly doubled In popu- 
lation. But toward the end of Ur- 
qulzza's term of office, civil troubles 
were renewed. The province ol 
Buenos Aires had been left outsldt 
the Confederation, and was antagon- 
istic to the other provinces. Th< 
party of the capital was called the 
"I'ortenos"— the men ot the Port— 
•ind they took the place of ttie old 
Unitarian party. In 1859 Buenof 
Aires actually declared war on th< 
Federal Government, but Urqulza dn 
fert'ed Its forces. Before a settlement 
could be made his term of office ex- 
pired, and he was succeeded by Dr. 
Durqul. Fortunately, the Governoi 
of Buenos Aires, Bartolemo Mitre, 
was a true patriot, and though he 
was obliged to make war upon tht 
President his efforts were directed to 
settling the Federal question, and 
they were, for the time, successful. 
Urqulza evacuated the capital and 
retired southwards. Mitre followed 
him with a large army, and in Oc- 
tober, 1861. defeated him and himselt 
became President. 

While the question of the respec- 
tive claims of the Portenos, and the 
provincials was still unsettled, the 
country was suddenly plunged into 
the most serious foreign war of its 
This was the great Para- 



history, 
guayan war. 



The cause of the hos- 
tilities was Uruguay, which had long 
been distracted by civil strife of a very 
savage nature. Rigorous measures by 
their President against all suspected 
of disaffection, roused the. resentment 
of both Brazil, an-1 Argentina, both of 
whom had extensive stock-raising In- 
terests on the Uruguay frontla/s, and 
In the civil disorder their subjects 
were frequently subjected to extor- 
tions and plunder. Having incurrea 
the hostility of its two powerfu. 
neighbours. Uruguay looked about for 
an ally, and found one In General Lo- 
pez, the Dictator of Paraguay. 

This man seems to have Had the 
ambition of being the Napoleon ot 
South America, and he regarded this 
as a good opportunity to try his for- 
tunes. Before he was ready to fight, 
however, the Brazilians had settled 
with Uruguay, but they soon found 
that Lopez was not so easy to handle. 
He' had already declareo war, he ha« 
attacked Brazilian ships, and was 



preparing to invade Rio Grande do 
Sol. His main object was to crush 
the Brazilian troops In the La Plato 
district before they could be rein- 
forced. For this he had 45,000 infan 
try, 10,000 cavalry, and a good sup- 
ply of artillery. Another fact In hn 
favour was the friendship of Urqulza. 
now Governor of Coriientes, who was 
the enemy of Mitre. Both Brazil and 
Paraguay asked p-jrmlsslon from Mllre 
to march their army through Mlslones, 
but the President wanted to remain 
neutral, and refused both requests. 
I.opez, however, was not dismayed, 
and directed the Invasion of Corrlen- 
tes. Argentina was In an awkward 
position, for her regular armj 
amounted to only 6,000 men, but she 
had the support of Brazil and Uru- 
guay. In June, 1865, the defeat ot 
the Paraguayan fleet by nrazll stop- 
ped Lopez's schemes for an offensive 
war, and the Allies prepared to In- 
vade Corrlcntes. At this point Ur- 
Hilza refused to assist Lopez, who, 
before the end of the year was com- 
piled to evacuate Argentine terri- 
tory. After a greHt deal of flghtln» 
Lopez was finally defeated, and com- 
pelled to flee Into the forest, but nol 
Until his country had been laid waste 
ind the majority of its Inhabitants 
i ad perished. 

During this long war the domestic 
history of Argentina -was unevent- 
ful. Brazil was much more promin- 
ent in the war than Argentina, for 
General Mitre was several times dis 
tracted by rebellions In the north 
west, which called him from Para- 
my. The rebels were easily driven 
i cross the Andes, but the constitu- 
tional question had never been set- 
tled, and hostility to tne rortenos 
became stronger. The Influence ol 
Mitre had waned, and In 1868 Sar 
mlento was quietly elected m hu 
|-lace. 

TV,e close of the Paraguayan war 
is also the close of what may be 
called* tho Anarchical period of Argen- 

na's History. Hereafter, thougn sne 
w.-.s often to be unwisely governed, the 
vi.rst of the wars and revolutions 
v.-c-rc at sin end, and the people could 
dévote themselves to developing the 
natural wealth of the country. Since 
the Revolution, her history had boon 
almost as bloodstained and turbulent 
as that of tne worst of her neigh 
I ours, but henceforward peace and 
prosperity, with occasional interrup- 
tions, were to distinguish her from the 
other South American Republics. 

The era of modern Argentina Is be- 
gun by the Presidency of Sarmlento 
In 1868. Population began to increase 
ana Industries flourished. Railways 
were extended and the administra- 
tion was Improved. Brazil had suf- 
fered much during the late war. and 
Argentina profited by supplying its 
needs ind also made up for her own 
lorses by developing the vast pas- 
toral and agricultural resources. The 
only political event of importance 
durits Sarmiento's term was an in- 



surrection in Entre Rios, where Ur- 
nuiza was still Governor. One, Lo- 
pez Jordan, was leader of the re- 
\olt, and he succeeded In capturing 
and murdering Urqulza. After much 
bloodshed the uprising was suppress- 
ed. 

Sarmiento's term of office ended !n 
1874. Mitre, candidate of the Por- 
tenos, was defeated by Dr. Avellan- 
eda, who Introduced a more economi- 
cal policy, and the country began to 
prosper, but tho most Important event 
of the time was the reduction ot 
Patagonia, which was still practical- 
ly an enormous no man's land, un- 
mapped and roamed over by savago 
Indians. In 1878 General Roca, Min- 
ister of War, employed the wholo 
power of the country to subjugate 
l'atagonla and succeeded In making 
the Rio Negro the southern boundary. 
The Province of Buenos Aires claim- 
ed the new territory, but 'had to no 
content with an addition of «3,000 
square miles. The rest of the new 
land was divided into territories. 

After this the country was again 
plunged into a revolution, the cause 
being the old struggle between Buenos 
Aires and the Provinces or the Feder- 
alists against the Unitarians. Avel- 
lanedn, who was favourable to the 
Provinces, was determined to choose 
his successor, and the opposition can- 
didate was Dr. Tejedor, who had the 
support of Mitre. Boca was the nom- 
inee of the outgoing President. In 
June and July of 1880 the partisans 
of both sides took up arms, and there 
wai» considerable bloodshed in Buenos 
Aires. The advantage rested wlt'.i 
Roca's party; tho Portenos were com- 
pelled to ask for terms of peace, ,vnd 
at last the difficult constitutional 
question was settled. At once Buenos 
Aires was declared the Federal capi- 
tal, and although the Portenos were 
nominally defeated, their vrlnclples 
triumphed In reality. The result was 
the establishment of a strong central 
government, which had the good ef- 
fect of consolidating the Confederacy 
and binding together its hitherto dis- 
jointed members.
